To our notion there 
is,itothing that will injure morale more than to allow selfish in- 
terests to use patriotism in the attainment of selfish interests. 


Here we have coal dealers contributing an ad "For the cause 


of democracy and the overthrow of Prussian autocracy." 


What is more Prussian than price agreements? And be- 


• cans* a Madison firm refused to enter into an agreement to fix 


prkes (before the government fixed prices) they are refused an 
opportunity "to demonstrate tltieir patriotism in the news- 
papers." 


For years it has been contended that there has been an agree- 


ment among the coal dealers of Madison. This has always been 
strenuously denied by the coal dealers but no explanation has 
been forthcoming on why the same prices were charged on the 
same grades of coal by all dealers with the exception of the Sin- 
aiko firm. 


Now suppose a firm starts to do business in Madison that 


prefers not to go in with others in their line. Suppose that they 
decide to sell goods at a smaller margin of profit than others, and 
do it independently.

radical innovation made in the ath- 
letics of Harvard, Princeton and 
Yale under war conditions will 50 
into effect next Saturday, when the 
three universities unite for the first 
time in a triangular contest. 


Before the war altered conditions 


of sports in the three universities 
,they had concluded an agreement, 
mainly through an understanding, 
rather than a written document, ro 
work in harmony in their athletic re- 
lations, to meet mutually in as many 
branches of sports as seemed feasi- 
ble, and to maintain common eligi- 
bility rules. 
This common athletic 


policy had gone into effect just be- 
fore war 
broke for 
the United 


States, but remained in suspense 
last year when athletics hung in 
abeyance upon America's entry into 
the war. 


With the agreement by the three 


last winter to resume athletics came 


while Harvard, which has won more 
track meets from Yale than the Elis 
have been able to capture from the 
Crimson, is easily the weakest in 
track strength-.
